New York, April 12.— The New York 
World's special correspondent at Buenos 
Ayressays: "The revolution in Chili now 
amounts to a civil war. Rapine, violence, 
confiscations, arbitrary arrests, complete 
overturning of the laws, treachery, and 
everything else, almost that is bad, prevail. 
Trade is nearly at a standstill, and the 
supreme court and court of appeals are 
closed, as the judges found themselves with- 
out authority. 

President Balmaceda lias assumed func- 
tions which the Czar of Russia would he.*i- 
tate to grasp. The actual situation, from a 
purely military standpoint, is difficult to 
comprehend. Not a word of reliable news 
conies by the transatlantic telegraph. The 
mails afl'ord scanty protection for correspon- 
dence and tlv censorship over the'proas 
precludes a truthful presentment of the 
news. 

Pisagun is in a deplorable condition. 
Everybody who could do so has left, and 
tbo hills in the rear of the town are 
covered with dead bodies, which vul 
tures devour. Horrible tales of cruelty are 
related, Prisoners taken by either the ad- 
herents of Balmuooda or the sympathizers 
with congress aro hayouetted or shot with- 
out mercy. The soldiers slay thoir officers 
if they differ from them, anil the officers of 
the Rengoo battalion atlVrupnca woie killi d 
by thoir men, while tho offisors of tho 4th 
battalion (Balmacedists) were also uhot be- 
cmsc they attempted to restrain their 
soldiers for pronouncing for the revolution. 

The revolutionists have thus far won most 
of the skirmishes and battles that have oc- 
curred. Balmaccda has no funds legiti- 
mately acquired, and ho conliscaliM the pro 
perty of all who do not support him. He 
called on tlv: banks for 11.000,000 pesos. 
The managers refused, and wore at once 
thrown into prison. 

REFUGEES FAOM IgCIQDf. 
Panama, April 13. — Tho Arieo Tacora 
said on Fob. 23rd : "Tho steamer which 
arrived yesterday was the .Mount Tabcr, 
which brought: 100 refugees from lijuiipii 
and the majority of them at once proceedei 
by train to Tucua." A correspondent writes 
from Iquiqui : What is occurring in this 
unfortunate port is something unheard of, 
and it leads one to believe that no civilized 
being i live there. Passengers state that 
the vagabond* there are robbing, plunder 
ing, murdering, violating women and conr 
muting all classes of atrouitios, while in- 
cendiaries arc also engaged in their nefari- 
ous and villainous operations of destruction 
and pilldgo. 

DISTRESS OS THB COAST. 
The Lima Diurio of March 13, raid: 
" The govst in mfc of Chili h is determined to 
establish an array, 20,000 strong, at Turn-

! M. Kolinowski, the tnanuger of the Muelle 
1 Darsena company (the Callao landing dock), 
has opened a subscription list, heading it 
with §2,000, in order to assist these unfor- 
tunates, and we trust the list will soon show 
a handsome figure."

So-called precedents had been 
cited, being cases where delegates had SO 
appeared.

Captain Edmund Hope Verncy, Well- 
Known to Old Victorians, 
in Bisg-riice. 



He Leaves England to Avoid Arrest 
—The News Causes a .Sensa- 
tion in Loudon. 



London, March 13. — A warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Capt. Edmund Hope 
Verncy, R.N., Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment for North Bucks, on a charge of pro- 
curing a girl for immoral purposes. It is 
alleged that the offense was committed lost 
autumn, Verney giving his name as Wilson. 
The identity of the culprit was discov ered, a 
few days ago, when steps were at once 
taken against Verney, but it is believed 
that he has escaped to the continent. The 
accused is a loading county magnate, a mag- 
istrate and a member of the London county 
council. The news ot his disgrace caused a 
great sensation. Capt. Verney is the eldest 
son of Right Hon. Sir Harry Verney. Bart. 
He was born in 18,'IS, anil was educated at 
Harrow school. Capt. Verney was married 
in liSliS to Margaret, oldest daughter of the 
late Sir John Hay Williams. He is a re- 
tired captain in the navy, and 
has served in the Crimea and in the 
Indian mutiny. He is also chairman of the 
Quarter Sessions for Anglesey, a justice of 
tbo peace for Anglesey and Buckingham- 
shire, and a member of the Anglesey coun- 
cil. Captain Verney cat in parliament for 
North Buckinghamshire in 1883-b', uud was 
re-elected in Oct., 1889. He is the author 
of the " .Shannon's Brigade in India," the 
" Last Four Days of the Eurydice," " Vil- 
lage Sketches," and " Four years of Protest 
in the Trauaval." In politics Capt. Ver- 
ney is a Liberal, in favor of home rule, local 
option, laud reform and reform of the muni- 
cipal government. He is also a member of 
the Travellers club, the United Service 
club and the National Liberal club. His 
estate at Rhianva, Anglesey, is a beautiful 
place. 

Captain \ erney was well-known to all 
old Victorians. He was on this station in 
1861-5, in command of the gunboat G rap- 
pier, and bad a villa at Esquimalt, where 
ho kept open house for all his friends.

— The latest advices 
from Indie, concerning the massacre at Mnn- 
ipur arc that Commissioner Quintan was 
decapitated and his body horribly hacked, 
the limbs being thrown outsido thn city 
Wills, wh re they wi re devoured by dogs. 
Two officers, whoso tianios are not given 
nod a bug'er were sp ired Mr. 1 1 . in wood, 
lllH British political agent, and two other 
olliccrs were shot. The bodios of the vic- 
tims were horribly mutilated .and thrown to 
the dogs.

Brown and Magee, the ringleaders in the 
present trouble, mutineered aboard the 
Lily L. last year, when the vessel was in 
Bearing's Sea under Captain Walsh. 



Tho Labor Commission. 

London, April 13, — In the House of Com- 
mons, to day, the Hon. W. H. Smith said 
that the labor commission was so constitu- 
ted us to afford full consideration to all im- 
portant questions affecting labor. It was 
intended that every trade and grievance 
should be represented. The commission it- 
self would decide whether its deliberations 
should be public. 

The Manchester Cnnnl Jhilcrnrlsc. 

Liverpool, April 13. — The Star h^s caus- 
ed something of a sensat ion by attacking the 
Manchester canal enterprise as an impracti- 
cable one, and giving sonic startling facts 
to Uphold its assertions. It declares that 
an unforseen obstacle has been encountered 
in the shape of a huge deposit of rock at 
tho entrance, involving the cost of excavat- 
ing four hundred thousand cubic yards of 
solid granite. This would add a round 
million pounds to the cost of the 
work abovo tho current estimate. The 
Star accordingly predicts the collapse of 
the scheme. The engineers in charge ot the 
work deny the Star's statement. The Earl 
of Compton will move in the House of Com- 
mons, on Friday, that a select committee 
be appointed to investigate the actual con- 
dition and prospects of the work. 

Italy's Finances. 

BOMB, April 13. — Senator Seracco, an ex- 
pert in Italian finance, who-:e utterances 
always command much attention, writes to 
tho Gazetta Del Popolu, declaring his 
opinion that the government's scheme for 
the abolition of the deficit is an illusory one. 
He alleges that Signor Niuotera, minister of 
the interior, has made insincere statements 
of the public finances, and that the extent 
of the deficit which must bo faced has been 
terribly under-rated. The article bus a 
dampening etlVct upon the spirits of the small 
but noisy party who have advoc ited warwith I 
America, as the state of the li nances, even j 
according to the most favorable interpre- 
tali m placed upon tho figures by the gov- 
ernment, seoms to imply total bankruptcy ' 
as a necessary result of such a war.

Three Men Killed on the Columbia 
awl Kootenay Grade by a 
Powder Explosion. 



Eeported Sale of the Dandy— Wonder- 
ful Find of Copper Ore— Nelson 
Real Estate. 



(From t'.io Nelson Miner.) 
On Monday ufternoon four mangled and 
crushed bodies were brought into Nelson 
from the rock-cut on the Columbia and 
Kootemy grade, about two miles below the 
town. The bodies wore those of Jnniea 
Ryun, Henry Martin, August Johnson and 
Justus Matllison — four of the gang working 
under foreman Smith. It appears that 
about live o'clock in the afternoon a '22-foot 
hole, loaded with 10 kegs of black powder 
and a case of dynamite, and primed with a 
19-foot fuse, waa fired. The workmen re- 
turned from a distance of 450 feet, where 
they had gone for safety, and were starting 
to work acain, when they observed dense 
smoke issuing from one or two crevices in 
the rock, and they immediately appre- 
hended danger. Before they had time to 
do any I king, before! they had time to speak, 
the cliff beneath them heaved and split, and 
the granite hills on every side rang with the 
echo of a loud report that struck terror to 
the hearts of the men working in 
the immediate vicinity. When the 
roar bad subsided, Mr. McCallimon 
found himself sitting on a mound 
of earth ; he was slightly dozed, but un- 
injured. Mr. Smith, two or three minutes 
after the blast, came to consciousness at the 
bottom of the cliff, where he had landed on 
a pile of reeks ; and whence he was sum- 
moned by the piteous appeals for ussistane.o 
that came from beneath the pile of rocks 
ami debris which the second shot had 
thrown forward onto his gang. Benumbed 
by the shock and sickened by the heart- 
rending cries and groans of the wounded, 
he was powerless to move ; and Mr. Mc- 
Cammon, realizing the situation, immedi- 
ately a i:rced up the line for help. A relief 
crew was quickly organized und rushed to 
the scene of the accident to engage in the 
work of disentombing their unfortunate 
mates. They were met by a man running 
towards the bout, his head and face ami 
neck bathed in the blood that was pouring 
from wounds all over his bead, and frantic- 
ally waving in the air the mangled remains 
of a hand. It was August. Johnston, one of 
Smith's best men. The next man extracted 
from the rocks, whose jagged edges cut like 
a knife, was Henry Martin, lie was to 
badly smashed that he had to be wound in a 
blanket to lie taken to the boat. The third 
was James Ryan, a powder man, a huge 
stone of about three tons weight was press- 
ing him onto the points of two triangular 
pieces of rock that squeezed his body to a 
thinness of about three inches. He was con- 
scious when relieved, hut vomiting blood. 
The last to lie unearthed was ,1 tutus Mathi- 
BOn. A groat boulder had fallen forwatd 
and literally crushed him into a ball, while 
flying rocks had nearly torn him limb from 
limb. He died shortly afterwards. They 
were taken to the headquarters camp ami 
had just been housed when Dr. Arthur and 
W. Gesner Allan arrived from Nelson. 

The wounded men were as well attended 
as possible under the circumstances, and 
after being dressed fell into a slight slum- 
ber, and August Johnson slept fairly well 
till morning. But at about two o'clock in 
the morning Ryan became delirious, got 
rapidly worse, and within ten minutes of 
feeling himself sinking had passed away; 
within an hour he was joined by Henry 
Martin in swelling the ranks of the great 
majority. 

An inquest was held on Tuesday afternoon 
and, after two hours' deliberation, the jury 
returned a verdict of " accidental death,'' 
with no evidence of neglect or carelessness 
on the part of any one.

Existence of the Kur Animal Insures De- 
struction of tho Sea-Woir. 

Henry W. Elliott in Forest and Stream. 
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id and herring fisheries of the 
Id beeoinu of such immense 



value in the event of the entire destruction 
of the fui' sea!, which now preys upon the 
fish, that its possible extermination is a 
contingency that need not excite serious 
alarm. " 

As this subject of what Influence the fur 

aeal herd had and has upon tho supply of 
food fishes for man, is one which has often 
been discussed during tho last six or seven 
yeum among the ichthyologists and natural- 



ists, generally, at the Smithsonian ItiBtitU 
tion and of the United States Fish Commis- 
sion, it is not a new theme ; but the verdict 
of experts hero is diametrically opposed to 
the statement above made by Mr. Porter's 
authority as he quotes him. 

Curiously enough, on page S of this bid 
letin No. appears the following sugges 
tion by Special Agent Petrol! of the real 
and most destructive enemy which these 
food fishes have to encounter : 

"The waters of Prince William Sound 
contain, perhaps, less lish than other sec 
tions of the territory, the most abundant 
species being the dog-fish, which seems to 
havo driven away the codfish and nearly 
exterminated the herring, upon which it 
feeds." 

This ia the samo dogiish ( Sqiniln* acn-u- 
Ihids) that vexes the soul of tho Fast coast 
fishermen, from Massachusetts up to the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence ; it is the same ill- 
favored sea-wolf that these men recognize 
there as the most active and deadly enemy 
of the cod, lake and pollock. It is none the 
less destructive in tho waters of the North- 
west coast and Alaska, going as far north 
as 00 deg. north latitude in Bullring's Sea, 
and ranging as far south as Cape Mendo- 
cino, coast of California. 

It is especially numerous and voracious 
all through the "littoral waters between the 
Straits ol Fuca und Kodiak, and it feeds 
largely upon young codfish, from two to six 
inches in length, young salmon fry and 
herring. 

Now, what has mainly prevented these 
dogfishes from so multiplying as to produce 
the same result of ruin to the end and her- 
ring fisheries everywhere else in Alaska, as 
is declared to be tho case in Prince Wil- 
liam sound, by Special Agent Potroff, above 
cited'; 

Why, the fur seal. He is the chief and 
only pronounced hunter of the dogiish ; man 
rejects all fishing of that creature as unpro- 
fitable, except in a very small way for its 
oil ; but the fur seal regards the Squalus as 
its especial and most toothsome game, and 
feeds upon its plump oily body, with soft 
gelatinous fins ; bites the head of! at the 
nape and usually rejects it, because the 
teeth are sharp and hard and unpleasant 
when involved in the slight mastication 
that this animal ever gives to its food. Of 
course, I do not deny that tho fur seal cats 
cod, salmon and herring, wolf-fishes, scul- 
pines and crabs. 

A little reflection will teach most men 
that nature has kept a perfect system of 
checks and balances upon the relative 
status of all wild life, and that when man 
steps in to disturb that system of natural 
equilibrium he generally makes a blunder 
and strives hard tout one for it afterward.

Scenes of Terror at a liifir Conflag- 
ration in the Business Portion 
of Chicago. 



Two Blocks Devastated by the Flumes 
—Two Deaths Reported— Dime 
Museum Burned. 



CniCAoo, April 12.— Chicago this evening 
Buffered one of the most destructive confla- 
grations that; has occurred here since the 
big fire of 1871. The loss is fully §1,000,- 
000. it was at almost the geographical 
centre of the city that the Humes started, 
and, like the terrible disaster of 20 years 
ago, began in u stable. In this case tlio 
stable was the property of tbo well-known 
furniture manufacturer and politician, John 
M. Smythe, and wns located in the rear of 
his big house furnishing establishment on 
West Madison, near lfalstead street. 

The flumes speedily communicated to the 
furniture establishment, and a moment 
later to Kohl <S: Middlcton's dime museum. 
A general alarm to the fire department was 
soon followed by a special cull for extra 
engines, as the tire was seen to be gaining 
ground with extraordinary rapidity. In 
leas than five minutes smoke was pouring 
from every window in the museum, and en- 
veloping the huge six-story building occu- 
pied by Smythe, and when in a marvellous- 
ly short time both structures had turned in- 
to a muss of flame, great fiery tongue:! 
darted across the street and lodged mi the 
upper stories of buildings on the north side 
of Madison street. A moment later the 
firemen found themselves working between 
two towering walls of flame. 

For a time it looked as though the con- 
flagration would get beyond control, and, 
as in 1871, sweep towards the lake. To add 
to the trouble, the wind was blowing a 
stiff gale from the west. Probably 20, 000 
people gathered in the neighboring streets 
watching t he progress of the possibly im- 
pending calamity. 

At this critical juncture, however, the 
thorough discipline of the fire department 
became magnificently apparent. The men 
obeyed orders, stood steadily ill the street 
where the flames scorched them from either 
side, and after a fierce battle at length 
brought the fire in u measure under control, 
The immense blaze, however, continued to 
rage in the buildings already partly 
destroyed. The museum was nothing but u 
heap of ruins and the walls of the Smythe 
building were falling one after another. 
Fortunately they all fell inward, and no 
persons were injured. 

Across the street also the walls soon suc- 
cumbed to the furious onslaught. The 
upper story of a three-story building on the 
northwest corner of Madison and Union 
streets caught tire, and the flames lodged 
. around the windows of the fifth story of the 
Haymarket theatre building and soon were 
stretching along under its mansard roof. 
Just west of the Hay market, the five-story 
building of the Peop.e's Outfitting company 
caught fire in front. Despite all efforts, the 
buildings between Union street and the 
Hayhlarket block were wiped out, as well 
as those on the south side of the street. 

In the Haymarket the fire Wiis confined 
to the upper story, but the whole building 
was tilled with smoke and water. 

Tbo first intimation the inmates of Kohl 
& Middlcton's museum hud of the oln.-e 
proximity of the firo was when one opened 
a window on the third floor, through which 
a volume of smoke poured. A wild panic 
followed, among the -100 persons in the 
building, most of whom, fortunately, were 
on the first floor, watching the variety per- 
formance. They were apprised of danger 
by the stampede on the upper floors, and as 
they arose to their feet and Hud precipi- 
tately to the front door fire appeared at the 
rear windo ,v, increasing their tenor. 

The emergency brought out a hero in the 
person of Policeman Patrick Sheohy. Forc- 
ing his way through the frightened people, 
who were madly retarding each other, he 
Stationed himself at the bead of the stairs, 
and drawing a revolver declared his inten- 
tion of killing the person who refused to 
obey bis instructions. By coolness and de- 
termination he succeeded in quieting the 
panic, and, with one exception, everybody 
reuched the street in safety. The exception 
was C. H. Messenger, a young man who 
leaped from a window before Officer Sheehy 
reached the stair landing, and was fright- 
fully injured. Several persons following 
him stopped, horror stricken, long enough 
to be corralled by Sheehy and his revolver. 
One old lady fell when near the bottom of 
the stairs and broke her arm. 

As soon as the officer cleared the people 
out, he went up to the third floor, where 
.scores of monkeys were caged, and wrench- 
ed apart the iron bars of the cages that the 
little animals could escape, but with chat- 
tering and grins they camped upstairs and 
were burned to death. The policeman 
nearly lost his own life getting down 
stairs. 

The excitement among the freaks, who 
were on exhibition on the third floor, was 
pitiful. They were practically unable to 
help themselves, and were with difficulty 
restrained from throwing themselves from 
the windows. Madame Ourven, n 900-pound 
woman, seized her midget son, dragged 
herself to a roar window, and was about 
to throw the child out of the window, when 
she was restrained by Man iger Belmont, 
who with difficulty escorted them down 
stairs. A. I) Lafayette, father of the big- 
headed boy who was so top-heavy he could 
not navigate alone, seized the boy, and 
while leading him out found the Albino 
girl almost blind and groping about in the 
smoke. With the big-headed boy under 
bis arm, he seized the Albino and drugged 
her to tho stairway and soon reached the

The fire in the Haymarket theatr 
discovered just a few minutes befor 
last act. The smoke was barely pen t 
when the manager stepped upon the 
and endeavored to p-Tsnade the audience to 
file oul in order. At this moment some one 
shouted " fire," and a panic scomi'd immin- 
ent. The excitement was partially .subdued 
by pri mpl work on the part of the ushers, 
and the theatre was soon cleared without 
Casual! ty. 

Jest before the west wall of the museum 
fell a venturesome boy climbed up to the 
third floor of the building adjoining, and 
Stood watching the flames, When the 
wall toppled over and the smoke had cleared 
away he could not he seen, and it is feared 
he went down in the mass of debris. 

Whil ■ the lire was at its height the side- 
walk at Union and Meridian streets col- 
lapsed, precipitating forty people into an 
excavation beneath. Mrs. Beanie Efiggina 
was fatally injured and several others 

painfully hurt. When the Ore broke out 

Dr. J. Bergeron was till ending Mrs. 
Sarah Macks in a Hut in one of the buildings 
Subsequently burned. Winn tho fire 
got too close Bergeron seized the suffering 
woman and wrapping her in some blankets, 
descended three Mights of stairs w tb his 

burden, and carried her to a refuge near 
by.

baby was born amid the crash of falling 
walls and shouts of the firemen. Both 
mother und child uro doing well. Dr. lier- 
gcron lost a valuable set of instruments and 
his overcoat and hat, but to-night was 
happy in having saved his patient's life. 

The Episcopal cathedral on Washington 
boulevard caught fire from Hying sparks, 
but the flames were extinguished before any 
damai/a was done. 

Onu of the exciting incidents was the 
panic which seized tho boarders at the 
Haymarket hotel, when tho flames leaped 
across the street. About forty occupants of 
the hotel, including the servants, made a 
wild rush for the back stairway. Tho latter 
is a narrow, winding affair, and became 
blocked, resulting in the mob being badly 
bruised and frightened before getting out. 
Charles Monger was asleep in his room and 
wits suffering with one side of his face badly 
burned, when he was found und carried out. 

it took forty lire engines and .'100 firemen 
to bring tbo flames under subjection. Sov : 
cnll times it seemed us if the men would be 
compelled to abandon the engines, so in- 
tense was tho heat, but, cheered on by the 
spectators, they managed to withstand it 
by turning the hose upon themselves. The 
nerve displayed by the firemen was height- 
ened by the fact that all the time they knew 
at least 100 barrels of oil and varnish were 
stored in tho basement of the Smythe estab- 
lishment, likely at any time to cause a terri- 
fic explosion. They Hooded the basement, 
keeping the oil barrels completely covered 
up. 

John M. Smythe's loss on stock and 
building is fully $500,000 ; Kohl & Middle- 
tun, museum, !j - 2f>,00() ; Neely Bros., boots 
and shoes, $20,000 ; A. Keampficr, jeweler, 
845,000 ; Alfred Peats, wall paper, 160,000; 
Mirrmann, tobacconist, $25,000 ; Hannah & 
Hogg, liquors, $20,000. The miscellaneous 
losses of other linns and the Haymarket 
theatre will bring the total up to $1,000,000. 
The insurance is light. Smythe carried 
but $125,000; Kohl tc Middleton and Mirr- 
niaan had allowed their insurance to lapse, 

as they expected t >ve in a couple of 

weeks, and tho insurance of other stili'erors 
is small. 

Francis Gamble, who was struck by Hy- 
ing debris during the lire, died to-night at 
the county hospital.

^'c !io])e that the ratepayers will support 
the British Columbia Agricultural Associa 
tion in its efforts to make the agricultural 
•xhibitions of Victoria worthy of tbecity and 
of the province. Very little, as every ono 
knows, can bo done in this direction until 
good and appropriate buildings are erected. 
Without u proper building, spacious and 
handsome, and well laid out grounds, it. ta 
impossible for tho Association to get up oven 
a moderately respectable exhibition, iiut 
it takes money to erect an exhibition build- 
ing and the sheds and other structures re- 
quired. The funds at the disposal of the 
Association are not large, and if it does not 
get help from the city it will not be able t.> 
go on with the work. But it is well worth 
the while of the citizens to iiive the Associa 
tion a helping hand. A tasteful exhibition 
building and handsome grounds will greatly 
add to the attractions of the city, and what- 
ever makes Victoria a pleasanter place to 
visit puts money into the pockets of its 
citizens. 

Annual shows, if properly conducted, will 
bring thousands of visitors to the city, all of 
whom will stay in it for longer or short- 
er periods, and a very great proportion of 
the visitors will take advantage of the exhi- 
bition season to make their purchases. At- 
tractive exhibitions — and it does not take 
very much to make an exhibition, 
attractive — bring money to the city, 
give a Btimulous to its trade. There is 
therefore, from this point of view, a strong 
inducement for business men and citizens 
whose interests arc identical with those of 
business men, to vote for tho by-law em- 
powering the Corporation to grtint the Ag- 
ricultural Association a moderate sum to 
place on the new exhibition grounds build- 
ings on which they may look with pride. 

It will bo admitted by all thinking men 
that agriculture in British Columbia and 
particularly on Vancouver Island need en- 
couragmeut and stimulation, If the country 
within thirty miles, say, of Victoria wore 
well settled: if every acre of agricultural 
land were mucle available, its prosperity 
would be very greatly increased. A t hav- 
ing community of farmers would supply 
many of its needs, and their trade would go 
a great way towards making it the most im- 
portant and the most prosperous city on 
this part of the continent. The Agricultu- 
ral Association is working to bring about 
this result, and well arranged exhibitions 
have been found to be ono of the most ell' c- 
tive means of. encouraging agriculture and 
promoting the settlement of a new coun- 
try. 

OA RE FULL 7 CONS I 1) Ell. 

A very important proposition will soon 
bo submitted to the ratepayers of Victoria 
They wil bo asked to vote a bonus of one 
million dollars towards tho establishment of 
a railway ferry between Port Crescent and 
Becher Kiy, and the construction of a short 
lino of r ad from that l ay to thi< city. The 
Forryarid railroad are proposed to bo an 
extension of the Northern 1'acilic Railway. 
Tho proposition, indeed, is to rnuko this 
city an ocean terminus of the Northern 
Pacific. This scheme has been talked of for 
a long while. Enterprising Victorians hav. 
desired to bring their oity into direct con- 
nection with u transcontinental line. Tho 
lato Hon. Robert Dunsmuir signified his in- 
tention to build the road and do what would 
bo necessary to establish a ferry between 
the Island of Vancouver and the Mainland 
as soon its a transcontinental tail way was 
brought to one of the port - of the Strait. 

Then: is now a prospect of the Northern 
Pacific being brought to Port Crescent. That 
company's charter does not authorize it to 
build l>''a oh roads, but tho North Ameri- 
can Companyt which lins on its directorate 
tho leading capitalists of the Northern 
Pacific Com.'ii y, has through its agent 
signified its willingness to establish and 
operate the furry and railroad we have 
mined if this city contributes towards the 



work one million of dollars and u n acres of 
ground for station and other purposes. 
Such an offer as this requires cireful de- 
liberation. It should not be accepted or 
rejected hastily. The ratepayers, before 
t'uy do one or the other, should inform 
themselves fully as to the terms of the offer 
and ub to the advantages which they tiro 
likely to derive if they accept, and also as 
to tho probable consequences of refusing it. 
A million of dollars is a great deal of money, 
entailing considerable burdens on the citi- 
zens of Victoria and their children and sue- 
(lessors. Will they get the worth of their 
money? Will tho increased trade and 
other advantages consequent, upon making 
Victoria tho terminus of a great trans-con- 
tinental railroad make it easy for tho city 
to bear the additional burden? Cannot the 
same advantages be gained in some other 
way.orata cheaper rata ? Tho Board of Trade 
wisely decided to make the enquiries neces- 
sary to enable it to como to an intelligent 
conclusion with regard to these points. 

Then the Messrs. Dunsmnir have stated 
their readiness to carry out the intention of 
their father, as soon as the railway reaches 
the coast. It should be made clear how far 
this offer extends, and what are likely to 
be tho consequences, if it is accepted in pre- 
ference to t he other. The whole subject 
should be carefully examined by the rate- 
payers. They should not allow prejudice 
or a short sighted view of individual inter- 
eats to stand in the way of their coining to a 
wise conclusion. 

In considering such questions as this, pre- 
judices are appealed to, side issues are 
raised and attempts are made to give pro- 
phesies blight, and gloomy, the same weight 
as should be attached only to well ascer- 
tained facts and carefully reasoned con- 
victions. Tho citizens should be on their 
guard against all attempts that may bo 
made to divert their attention from tho real 
merits of the proposals. It is no matter 
who makes the oiler or what his motive 
may bo. The question to bs decided is, is 
it a good oiler, and will it, if accepted, he 
beneficial to tho city ? There is no neces- 
sity for coming to a hasty conclusion. The 
proposal is one which will bear thinking 
over. It is better to take time to deliber- 
ate now, than by and by to have to blame 
ono'sself lor havingdecided unthinkingly and 1 
without having enquired into the matter. 
This is the time for deliberation and discus- 
sion. We trust that a good use will !>■

LOGICA L. 

The conclusion to which, according to 
the London Times, the decision of the Lord 
Chancellor in the Clitheroe case leads, may 
be logical, but it will not, wo think, he 
acquiesced in by either men or women, the 
clergy or the laity. It soys ;— 

"Freedom is a very lino thing ! but let it 
not be one sided. If a woman, for no fault 
of the man, is entitled to desert hi to, lie 
ought in common justice to be tree, to have 
nothing more to do with her, and to marry 
again. This is the plain common-sonso de- 
duction from the judgment of the eminent 
Conservative judges delivered yi sterday in 
t'ut Court of appeal. Whether Conservative 
feeling or tho judges themselves are ready 
to accept it we cannot say. Hut that it is 
the outcome of yesterday's decision there 
can be no doubt whatever.' 1 

Many may consider tho simplicity of this 
way of getting a divorce admirable, but will 
it be conducive to domestic piaeo or good 
morals? Some husbands, we fear, if all 
they had to tlo to be free of the marriage 
they had contracted avis to prevail 
upon their wives to desert them, would be 
apt to take such measures as would make 
living in the same house an impossibility. 
If on tho' other hand a wife could 
get clear of her bad bargain for good 
aid all, by paying a prolonged visit to a 
relative or neighbor, many women would 
make a b ,!d stroke for liberty. Divorces, 
where such a la.\Y prevailed, would be far 
more numerous than they are said to be in 
Illinois. 

If the law were, as the Times says it 
ought to be, and must bo if the Lord 
Chancellor's decision is sound, the power in 
the hands of tho ladies would he something 
tremendous. It would be for them to 'le- 
crec whether the marriage should be per- 
manent or not. The heartless husband 
would not thou laugh at the throat of tho 
ill-used or angry wife to go home to her 
mother, lie would know thai such a threat 
meant neither more nor less than divorce, 
and would be compelled to knuckle under 
immediately. 

BARBAROUS. 



As so much intorest is being taken in the 
question of railway communication at the 
present moment, a review of the position of 
the loading line that interests us in llritish J 
Columbia will be acceptable. Without add- , 
ing in allied lines, which, for all practicable 
put poses, belong to the Canadian Pacilic 
Railway, that great corporation operates at 
present no less than 5,508 miles. It is the 
fourth largest railway in the world. The 
Aitchison, Topeka and Santa Fc, with a 
mileage of 7, Kill miles, is the largest; next 
it comes the Southern Pacific Co. , with a 
mileage of 6,032 miles ; the third in size is 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
which operates 5,657 miles, and the fourth 
is the C. P. It., with 5,508. It would be 
interesting if some one would tell us how 
many additional miles the ('. P. R, oporates 
and controls, for the addition of those 
allied lines would place tho O.P.R. cer- 
tainly second, instead of fourth in point of 
of size, in the world. Tho shares of the C. 
I'. El. reached the highest point in 1800, 
when they touched S4.-J, but owing to the 
Baring Brothers financial crisis and other 
causes they went down during the year to 
Ii7. Since then they have recovered a good I 
fled, and tiiey now stand at 7i)J in Now 
York, and SI in London. As the price 
paid far tho shales by the public ranged 
from -to to 50 — they having been sold in 
batches, as money was wanted by the com- 
pany — it will he seen that to-day they are 
at a premium of about 00 per cent. 

The dividend both this year and last, has 
been at llic rale of it per cent, on §100, so 
thai the original buyers of the stock oro 
getting fully ten per cent, on their invest- 
ment. Since the Railway started the origi- 
nal share-holders have never got a smaller 
yearly dividend tban (i per cent. , and for 
the 1 tst two years they have got ten per 
cent, per annum. The amount paid out of 
tiie coffers of the railway la.t 
year on ordinary stock was 53,250,000; 
that is live per cent, on §05,000,000 ; and 
reckoning an average of four per cent, on 
the preferred shares, which amount to §48,- 
000,000 j a further yearly payment is made 
of §1,920,000; so that tho company paid 
oat ol its treasury to its shareholders the 
enormous sum of §5, 170,000— over one mil- j 
lion sterling. This yearly payment amount-! 
to more than the entire capital of even so 
large a bink as the Hank of British North 
America, and one ami two-thirds of tho en- 
tire capital of the Bank of British Columbia. 
Among the allied lines to which we refer 

are the So mis branch, and the Columbia 
and Kootenay railway, of which Mr. Harry 
Abbott, the manager of tho C.P.R. at Van- 
couver, is chairman. The four per cent, 
bonds of both of these railways are selling 
in London at tho very satisfactory price of 
084.

To the Editok — Mr. Hunter i: no -ready 
distressed in spit it because I maun em. com- 
pany's business on lines wbiol he unnot 
approve, that lie has been moved u uu osom 
himself on the subject from his : eat m the 
Legislative Assembly ; BtigmatlZlug my 
conduct as " un-English, shameful and uu- 
neighborly," and all tins because I recognize 
the right of our miners to organize it 
they choose to do so, and that in my com- 
pany's business advertisements I acknow- 
ledge that right. 

The member for CoDlOX has peculiar 
notions as to what is becoming conduct on 
the part of both public and private indi- 
viduals. Because I am able in my private 
cupucity to carry on the Vancouver Coal 
company's business harmoniously and suc- 
cessfully, I have seemingly trodden on the 
toes of Mr. Hunter's employers, and he can 
find no words severe enough to apply to so 
grave an offence ; while Mr. Hunter uses 
his position as member of the Provincial 
Legislature (where public questions are sup- 
posed to be discussed on public grounds) to 
make a personal at tack upon a iioc-menibor, 
who only through the courtesy of the press 
is able to defend himself. Surely Mr. 
Hunter has still to learn what are the func- 
tions of a Legislative Assembly, and by his 
example only does he seem aide to teach us 
what is " un-English, shameful and un- 
neighborly." 

At the risk of impairing the 
value of Mr. Hunter's contribution 
to the history of the labor question 
in this province, I must correct a statement 
made by him with reference to the with- 
drawal of the Chinese from the mines of 
this district. Mr. Hunter, in Saturday's 
COLONIST is reported us follows : — 

" No pressure had been brought to bear 
cn Iho owners. It had l-.con their voluntary 
action, on the part of the Wellington col- 
liery, which had excluded the Chinamen. 
Hut action hud not been voluntary else- 
where. The first suggestion to this end 
was made by the late Hon. Robt. Duns- 
muir, at whose desk he had bad the honor 
of sitting for six years. To his own know- 
ledge he had sent to the manager at Nanaimo, 
who had finally consented to withdraw the 
Chinamen, and never again would they be 
operated by those people." 

This is entirely contrary to the facts. 
From " my own knowledge " great pressure 
was brought to bear on the owners. No 
communication was received by me from the 
late Mr. Dunsmuir until some time after 
the Chinese had been withdrawn from the 
mines, and then he told me that he hud only 
consented to withdraw them when informed 
by rt, ■•'■nimutrc who waited upon him, (and 
were putting pressure upon him,) that 1 hail 
already done so. 1 may add that, for a con- 
siderable period before this my company 
had ceased to employ the Chinese a3 coal 
miners, and only used them as "runners," 
i. e. pushing small coal- cars along the 
levels. 

Mr. Hunter talks about his employer's 
" victory over their great commercial neigh- 
bor, the Vancouver Coal Co." There lias 
been no strife between us, so far as I am 
aware, but if there had been I fail to see 
where would be the triumph. Mr. Hunter 
says that under the system which he advo- 
cates his employers pay higher wages than 
I do under mine. But whether his state- 
ment be correct or not, I maintain that it is 
neither neeensury nor desirable to deny to 
labor the right to organize, nor, when or- 
ganized, to refuse to hold relations witli it. 

I allow that good sense and forbearance 
have to be exercised by both employers and 
employed, where there are unions as « here 
there are none, or friction will inevitably 
occur, so long as it is not better understood by 
both that the true interests of capital and 
labor are absolutely and unalterably identi- 
cal.

" THE CHINESE AND GIANT POW- 
DER." 

To the Editor: — The Time3, of the 10th, 
has a moat characteristic editorial, headed 
" The Chinese ami Giant Powder." It says : 
" We can inform The Colonist thut no 
commission of really competent men, of ap- 
proved experience, can be found who will 
agree that the Chinese, as they average, 
may safely be trusted to work under- 
ground." In other words, the Times says 
• that no amount of evidence that could be 
adduced would be sufficient to convince him 
thut it is safe to have Chinese us under- 
ground workers. The Times, in fact, has 
prejudged the case. Even if he had the 
choosing of the members of a commission to 
enquire into the circumstances of the case, 
should such commission report in favor of 
the Chinamen, then, according to his own 
•declaration, he would immediately pro- 
nounce it incompetent. Hud I not seen 
this statement in black and white— in veri- 
table printer's ink— I could not have be- 
lieved that any one possessed of ordinary 
common sense could have so far stultified 
himself as to have given utterance to it. 
In regard to the Chinaman running risks, in 
order to save heavy lifting, and soon, if 
he only knew the average miner half as well 
as he professes to know the Celestial, he 
would be very apt to change his time, or 
have less to say in praise of the one and dis- 
paragement of the other. The average 
miner has just as much repugnance to 
heavy work and is juat as fond of short 
cuts to his result as any Chinaman Any 
one at all acquainted with coal mining and 
coal mines will testify to this. Why, else, 
in every coalmine, are I hero men whose 
sole duty it is to see that shots are properly 
prepared and according to regularly laid 
down rules. If the white miner is such a 
reliable man as the Times would make him 
out to be, why should ibis precaution be 
taken ? According to the showing of the 
Times, it is an unuessary and needless ex 
pense. 

The sneer in regard to a commission of 
" competent nun " [relatives of the coal b 
tons, probably) is out of place. I daresay 
commission composed of such men would be 
just as likely to deal honestly and intelli- 
gently with the matter as one composed of 
such men as the promoter of this Hill.

Andorra and San Marino, and 
Their Governments. 



Interesting Fuels Concerning These Two 
Tiny Countries, Whoso Popula- 
tions Number hut u Few 
thousands. 

How many mon, ton years out of 
school, can glva the geographical po- 
sition of Andorra or of San Marino? 
says the New York Star. A word as to 
these tiny Republics. 

Andorra State lies on the south side 
of the Pyrenees, between the Spanish 
province of Lerida and the French de- 
partment of Ariege. Its area is one 
hundred and sixty square miles, not 
very much more than that of Philadel- 
phia. Its population is seven thousand. 
/The people are mostly busied in 
j ftmnggling, mining and the manufact- 
• lire of tobacco. Those thus not em- 
ployed arc shepherds. The country has 
frea parish schools. The people speak 
u Spanish dialect. The Republic is a 
survival of many such once flourishing 
In the valleys of the Pyrenees. It has 
maintained its independence since the 
yea* 1375. The country is divided into 
six parishes, and each parish has two 
Consuls, who, by the aid of local 
councils, decide all questions concern- 
ing roads, police, public lighting, taxa- 
tion, and the division of pasture 
lands. Finally, there is a general coun- 
cil of twenty-four members, four from 
each parish. Since 18(H) these officers 
have been elected by all heads of fam- 
ilies. Before that the elective fran- 
chise was confined to an aristocracy 
maintained by primogeniture. 

The army of Andorra consists of six 
hundred men under militia organisa- 
tion, These men hold themselves 
ready to be called out atthe wish of the 
: State. The command of the militia is 
intrusted chiefly to two officers, one 
nominated by France and the other by 
the. bishop of Urgel, a Spanish see. 
The army is exempt from for- 
eign service, and the chief busi- 
ness of the two officers, or vigniers, 
as they are called, is to administer crim- 
inal justice. Civil cases are tried be- 
fore two aldermen, deputies of the 
vigniers. A civil jud.-je of appeals, how- 
ever, may set aside the judgments of 
+,hc aldermen. This judge is nominated 
alternately by France and by the bishop 
ofUrgcl. The final appeal is to the Court 
of Cassation at Paris or to the Episco- 
pal College at Urgol. 

The little Republic pays an annual 
tribute of nine hundred and sixty 
francs to France, and in consideration 
of this payment free trade prevails be- 
tween tiie two countries. A like sum 
is paid as tribute to the bishop oi 
Urgcl. This tribute and the expenses 
of government are paid by a species of 
tax levied as rent for the use of pasture- 
land. The people live the simplest sort 
of lives and are scarcely conscious of 
any government beyond the neighborly 
understanding necessary to the exist- 
ence of a civilized community. Andor- 
ra, the capital," is' an odd little town of 
one thousand inhabitants. 

Far smaller than Andorra is that 
other mountain Republic, San Marino. 
It. lies upon the Adriatic, surrounded 
by Italian provinces. The area of the 
country is only thirty-three square 
miles, and, in fact, the Republic is 
merely one mountain peak, twenty-two 
hundred feet high. On the sides of this 
mountain stand the town of San 
Marino and four or five villages besides. 
The town is built about the ancient 
hermitage of San Marino, founded in 
the year -Ml. The place is accessible 
by only one road, and is not only 
walled, but has three forts. It. contain: 1 , 
the Governor's palace, six churches, 
a theater and two great cisterns 
for the supply of water. Nothing 
could be more curious than the Re- 
public's system of government. The 
Legislature consists of a Senate, of sixty 
members, elected for life, equally from 
nobles, citizens and peasants. The lit- 
tle Republic is amply provided with 
Presidents. There are two chosen even- 
six months. There are likewise two 
judges und two Secretaries of State. 
The army consists of nine hundred and 
lift;,- men. or about one-eighth of the 
entire population. The t( iwn has a pop- 
ulation of sixteen hundred. Thocourtof 
last resort is a council of twelve, elected 
by the Senate. 

The t >wn, or capital, is curious in 
more ways than one. Not only does it 
lie impregnable on the hillsides, but it 
proudly proclaims its independence by 
means of a statue of Liberty in the 

piazza. The houses are of dressed stone, 
and tin' streets, bobbing up and down 
as they do. are charmingly picturesque. 
San Marino has no customs tariff 
against Italy, and obtains foreign to'i ac- 
ep duty free, through Italian territory, 
by reason of promise to abstain from 
lobneco-raising. To avoid any difficulty 
overti'e troublesome question of inter- 
national copyright. San Marino forbids 
the use of the printing press within her 
herders. 

According to tradition, San Marino 
was founded in the third century by a 
Mason named .Marinas. It first figures 
in European history in the year 885. 
Since then it has had varying fortunes 
in peace and war. Tunc and again th< 

tiny bit of territory has been the sub- 
ject, of grave dispute, and for brief pe- 
riods' it' has lost its autonomy. In 1031 
however. San Marino's powerful neigh- 
bors acknowledged her independence, 
and this boon was secured |-> the little 
Republic when the present Italian King- 
dom was formed. 



Valuable Carp. 
The Census Bureau, with all the rest 
of Its work, has been attempting to as- 
certain the value of the carp which have 
been introduced into American waters. 
A writer In the Boston Transcript says: 
"One man to whom a schedule was sub- 
mitted replied that the carp in his pond 
had been worth a thousand dollars to 
him in the past six mont hs. His wife 
had been sick, and he hud fed her ex- 
clusively upon carp, to which diet, lie at- 
tributed her recovery. She was worth 
a thousand dollars, at least, therefore 
he estimated his gain on his investment 
at that sum," :
